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The banquet tenderedpby the business 

men of Atlanta to General Gordon was the 
finest tribute ever tendered any man in 
this city, Never before, on any occasion, 
has there ever been gathered together such 
&thoroughly representative gathering of 
Merchants, manufacturers, capitalists and 
professional men. The appointments were 
perfect—the banquet was superb, the 
music ¢ppropriate—and the speeches bril- 
liant. We find itout of the question to 
publish in full the speeches as delivered ; 
but cannot let so remarkable an occasion 
pass without at least a running comment on 
its important features. 

In the first place, the chief signiticance of 
the occasion was the presence of the gen- 
tlemen themselves who made up the com 
pany.gThere can be no doubt that the heart 
of the people of Atlanta at least is given to 
practical matters at last. No political cel- 
ebration—no social’ occasion—no military 
reunion—could have drawn together the 
crowd that met last night to, welcome a 
man who was engaged in the very prosaic 
work of building a railroad. No more 
striking proof could be furnished to show 
that our people are at last divorced from 
their insane passion for politics gnd have 
turned with heart and soul to thie material 
development of their state and section 
Mr. Hoke Smith struck the keynote of 
truth when he said, in a most excellent 
speech, that the man who now sat en- 
throned highest in the affections of the 
southern people was the man who stood for 
material progress, and that the practical 
worker had fairly saperseded in popular 
estimation the political theorist. Senator 
Hili sounded a deeper note on the same 
chord when he said: “At last we bave de- 
termined to discard theories for work, and 
by work to grow rich out of the very pov- 
erty into which our theories have brought 
us,”’

I: will let out such portions of the work as 
it deems best to sub-contractors. General Gordon 
wiil return to Atlanta immediately upon closing 
this contract, and remain in charge of the work. 
He will leave for New York Saturday night.

THAT IS TO BE PAID FOR THE ATLANTA AND 
ALABAMA CHARTER, 
As there has been a good deal said about a 
sum of money that was reported to have been 
paid by the Richmond and Danville people for 
the charter of the Atlacta and Alabama road, we 
think it’ proper to say: That when negotia- 
tions between General Gordon and the Richmond 
and Danville people were peading, he asked what 
expense they had been atin securing che Atlanta 
aiid Alabama charter. Mr. Perkins stated that Mr, 
Anthony Murphy had mentioned $2,500 as the 
probable sum that would cover the costs of the 
charter. He stated distinctly that he did not 
propose to sell the charter as the only object he 
had was tosee the road built. When the negotla- 
tions were about to closed Mr. Perkins 
thought it best to have $2,500 for ex 
penses of thischarter to cover lawyers’ fees, etc. 
This was done. The money has not yet been 
paid to any one but will be forthcoming when- 
ever the directors of the Atlanta and Alabama 
want it and will cover all the expenses of the 
charter.

Avuacusta, June 8.—The Richmond and Dane 
ville company made a proposition to-day w the 
authorities of this city for the city’s stock in the 
Auevsta and Knoxville railroad. The Richmond 
and Danville Company were not to require a 
transfer of the stock until the necessity shail arise 
for placiug a mortgage ou the consolidated road 
when such transfer is made, satisfactory security 
to be given to the city; stock in the consolidated 
line equal in value to that trans- 
ferred w be issued to the city: 
the road to Greenwood to be completed by 
the present management; the road to Elberton to 
be completed within twe years from the comple 
tion of thatto Greenwood; suitabie provisions to 
ve made for the g awn of the present bonds of 
the Augusta and Knoxville road; no unjust dis- 
crimination to be +dopted egainst the city of 
Augusta.

SHERMAN REPLIES 


TO THE STRICTURES OF MR. DAVIS. 


Ha Deferds the Courage ard Ability of General 
Joe Johnetoo, Sustains Grant's Wilderness 
Cawpaign and Narrates His Side of 
the Atlanta Dep»pulation. 


WasHhincTon, June 8.—A special to the Star to~ 
night fsom Hartford, Conn., says: The meeting 
of the Army of the Potomac here to-day was the 
largest of all its gatherings. Gen. H. G. Wright, 
of Washington, now its president, called the 
meeting to order. 

The public exercises this afternoon were held 
at the opera-house, which was densely crowded. 
The body of the house was occupied by veterans, 
soldiers and guests, and the gallery by citizens, 
including many ladies, Over the stage was the 
representation of 4 military camp 
with Gatling guvs, flags, etc. 
Tie proceedings were opened with an address by 
Mayor Balkley, which was briefly responded to by 
General H. G. Wright, president of the 
party. A poem was read by 
Colonel 8 D Sumner, of Bndgeport. The oration 
by Dauiei Dougherty, of Philadelphia, was re- 
ceived with frequent enthusiastic applause. 

After the oratiou brief speeches were made by 
General WT.Shermaa, Secretary of War Lincoln, 
Generals Burnuside, Franklin, Hawley, Sickles, 
Devens and Slocum and Governor Bigelow. A 
committee was appointed to arrange for a gen- 
eral reunion of the societies of the several armies 
The next meeting will b3 held in Datroit next 
year. 

At the banquet to-night General > herman re- 
plied to the toast to the army andnavy. In the 
course of his speech he alluded to Badeau's His- 
tory of Grant’s Campaigns, and to Jeff Davis's 
Rise and Fall of the Southern Confederacy, as 
follows: “I did not have the privilege of sharing 
in the operations of thearmy of the Potomac, but 
I have been over the ground, and was personally 
acquainted with nearly all your army corps and 
and I say publicly 

Mr. Davis to 
notwithstanding, that 
Grant’s movement from 
land instead of by 
awful game and demands 
destructiony” A certain amount of 
fightingsand killing hed to be done, and the 
banksof the Rapidan and Mattapony were as 
goodaplace for it as those of -the James and 
the Apppgmattox.

Johuston did not have at Dalton 78,C00 men, 
and Mr. Davis ought to have known !t, and John- 
sion on the spot was better qualified to judge 
than Mr. Davisat Richmond As to the removal 
of the non-comfmbatant population from Atlanta, 
Mr. Davis sajs that since Alva’s atrocitiesin the 
Netherlandsiu the sixtetath century, there has 
been nothing tocompare with itfor cruelty. He 
had the right to publish such wordsin 1864, when 
extraordipvary langu’ ge was needed to arouse the 
sinkiog energies of “his people’ (as he called 
them), but at this late date this is simply absurd. 
Nota man, woman or child was harmed ia the 
removal. Major Clare, cf the confederate army, 
appoluted by Genera! Hood, and. General Willard 
Warner of my staff, now residing in Tecumseh, 
Cherokee county, Alabama, certified jointly to 
me this fect.” 

General Sherman then read Major Clare’s re 
port io full, and said he thought Mr. Davis would 
hear from General Warner in good time. Major 
Ciare’s report was to the effect that all available 
transportation was placed at the service of 
the non-combatants to evacuate Atlanta but 
those whom il was intended to benefit were slow 
to avail themselves of it, notwithstanding his 
warnings against delay, and that out of this cir- 
Cumstance arose a great deal of hardship which 
might have been avoided. 

The list of persons remeved inclosed with 
Major Clare’s report shows the following totals: 
Meu 98, women 395, children 605, servants 70: 
grand total, 1,168. 

General Sherman here exhibited an original 
report of Colonel Wm. G.ieDuc, United States 
quartermaster 20.h Corps, now commissioner of 
agriculture, showing the nnmber of persons sent 
south were 705 adults, 79 servauts, 867 children, 
total 1,651, with the full names of each, with the 
number of packages for each,‘aggregating 1,651— 
all of which was transported by the United States 


or molested. 


Again Mr. Davis records that the officers and 
men sent to escort and convey the non-combat: 
auts to Rough and Ready station, robbed them oi 
the few articles of value they had been permitted 
to take from their homes, This issimply untrue, 
and Mr. Davis ought to have known it to be so, for 
Major Clare, of the coufederate army, bore 
public testimony to the kindness o! the escort 
and General Warner, since senator from Ala- 
bama, well known and universally respected, 
who is still living in Alabama, was then and is 
still responsible, and is far better qualified .to 
testify to the facts than Mr. Davis, who was a 
thousand miles away. I am responsible for the 
order of removal, and it was right; it was emi- 
pently humane, to remove the non-combatant 
population from the theater of war. It produced 
the effect I intended and hastened the conclusion 
of the war—a bloody war, which Mr. Davis, ac- 
cording to his own account, would nevér have 
terminated as long as he could have saved his 
own life. 

As to the burning of Columbia he intimated that 
I have endeavored to escape responsibility for 
that act,and refers to the excesses of Walleustein’s 
army in the thirty year’s war. Mr. Davis was not 
iu Columbia during that fire, nor was General 
Hampton. I was, and so was General O. O. Hew- 
ard. So were General John A. Logan, General 
William B. Woods, now justice of the supreme 
court, and his brother, Genefal Charles Woods, 
and 14,000 honest, good, true, union soldiers, Mr. 
Davis iguores all these, and adopts the solitary 
statement of Wade Hampton who got away and 
was not there at all after his troops had set 
fire to the bridges, depot and cotton 
in the _—sireeis of his own city, 
allof which were burned or were burning 
When our troops entered the house occupied by 
me (Bianton Duncan's) was still standing. When 
we entered, the Preston house, known as the 
Hampton marsion, occupied by General Logan, 
was still standing, and4the college where Gene- 
ral Howard was quartered was not 
burnt. The fire’ originated in § Rich- 
ardson street, near where I saw with my 
own eyes the burning cotton bales which had 
been seton fire by the confederate cavalry. I 
was suprezre in command inside of Columbia

carry water, the fire spread anew, and finally 
reached a shed or fence, and the houses built of 
piteh pine burned with a rapidity and fury 
under a tornado of wind. What of Columbia re- 
meéined the next morning wes wholly due 
to General Logan’s troops. Without them 
not one house would have escaped. Almost 
identically che same thing occurred in Richmond. 
(See Badeau, vol. 3, pageS3s) I madea report 
of the facts omy government, which was ac- 
cepted, and there my responsibility ended.

every possibie assistance, 

Habitualiy honorable men accept the judg- 
ment of a court of competent jurisdiction, 
especially of such courts as do honor to 
our country. This whole matter has been 
adjudicated by a mixed commission on American 
and British claims. In the case of Weod and 
Heyworth vs the United States,and of Cowlan 
Gravely vs the United States, and I have before 
me a printed volume of the testimony of 
three huadred and twenty-nine pages, covering 
the whole ground of the defense. Twenty-one 
other cases were inveived in the same testimony. 
All were for tae cotton claims made by British 
subjects, burned in Columbia. If burned by the 
act of agents of the United «tates the United 
States were liable for its value. If the fire orig- 
inated by act of the public enemy, judgment 
was to be for the United States. The testi- 
mouy was overwhelming and judgment 


was for the United States, The mixed commission 
which adjudicated the matter was compvosed of 
Count Corti, of Italy, “en Russell Gurney, mem- 
ber of parliament oi London, and Hon. James 8. 
Frazer, of Indiana, This commission acted under 
the 12th article of the treaty between the U nited 
States and Great Britain, of May 18th, 1871, and 
r. jectea every claim, for cotton burned at Colum 

bin, South Carolina, on the 17th of February, 
i865, Hon. Robert 8. Hale reports, March 30th‘ 
187%, iaa public document, page 507, that several 
claims were brought for property alleged to have 
been destroyed by the burning of Columbia on 
the allegation thet the city was wantonly fired 
by the army of General Snaerman, either under his 
orders or with his consentaaod permission. A large 
amouut ot testimony was taken on this subject 
including that of General Hampton and other 
con fecerate officers on the part of the claimants 
aud of Generals s=herman, Logan, Howard, Woods 
and otherf deral officers on the part of the U nited 
States. The claims were all disallowed, all the 
commissioners agreeing. Iam advised that the 
commissioners v ere Unanimous in the conclusion 
that the confligration which destroyed Columbia 
was not to be ascribed to either the federal or 
confederate officers. No British claimant

WHAT THE PEOPLE ARE DOING: 


A Day Among the People of Hawkinsville—Fire in 
Leeeburg—Out by a Woman—A Defauiter 
Arrested—A Negro Plays too Long 
with a Gun—State Press. 


By Mail and Wire to The Constitution. 

Hawkinsvituz, June 7.—I find this quite 
an enterprising town. Its citizens are in 
telligent and refined, and the business as- 
pect betokens its continued growth. The 
cotton receipts last season amounted to 
22,000 bales. The citizens are assured of 
increasing receipts, and to favor the pro- 
ducers as much as possible, they will soon 
purchase or Jease a large boat for the pur- 
pose of shipping cotton by the Ocmulgee 
to Savannah at a iow rateof freight. They 
held a meeting at the court-house yester- 
day and appointed a committee to confer 
with boat owners, etc., looking to the pr 
chase or lease. Application for chartered 
privileges has been made, and the charter 
will soon be secured. The movement is in 
the interest of cheap freights, ju*t \ vatour 
people need, and are de‘ermined to 
have, and the sooner the railroads and other 
lines of transportation learn to appreciate 
this want, the better it will befor all 
parties. Another item of interest ir, the 
re‘lroad to be built between this point and 
Americus. Four miles of this road is 
already graded. Some of the citizens here 
are opposed tothe road, fearing it would 
injure Hawkinsville; othegs are s‘rongly 
contending that it will impart life and 
vigor to the town. We live inan ageof 
railroads, and the city or town that keeps 
railroads away from its gates, will sooner or 
later find those gates creaking upon rusty 
hinges. With a fine large boatof their 
own, afloat onthe Ocmulgee, the citizens 
of Hawkinsville would defy competi- 
tion, and the new railroad 
would help to build up this place as a ship~ 
ping and commercial center. Let the 
watchword, then, be improvement and 
progress.——The health of this section is 
noticeably fine; the people generally are 
robust, with rosy complexion, Hawkins- 
ville has cause to be proud of her citizens 
The society is excellent; and while the men 
look well, I must be excused for remarking 
that the ladies generally are realiy beauti- 
ful, In this connection I would call atten- 
tion to the existence here of a very singular 
institution, the outgrowth of peculiarities 
that mark this rather peculiar people. The 
institution sprang up as a natural growth 
about three months ago, and is working 
wonders in a good way. lt is known as 
“The Bachelors’ Club.’’ It meets semi- 
nonthly. Its expressed object is ‘to pro- 
inote the matrimonial interest of its mem- 
bers.”’ Marriage beinga divine institution, 
the object is agoodone. The movement at 
first was opposed by the ladies, who regarded 
it as ominous of evil to the fair sex; but the 
very reverse proving true, they now sym- 
pathize with, and encourage the institution, 
avd it has become very popular. On festive 
»ecasions, the members wear a white flower 
in the lappel of their coats as an insignia of 
purity, The applicant for membership 
must not be under eighteen years of age, 
uorover seventy-five; with condition, how- 
aver, that if over seventy-five he may be 
admitted, if recommended by a petition in 
nis behalf signed by a majority of the young 
ladies of the town, in connection with his 
avowal of his earnest desire and intention 
to marry the first good chance that offers. 
ihe initiation fee is $l. On the marriage 
of a member any time after six months 
from the date of admission, each 
member is assessed $1000, which is 
to be promptly paid over to the member 
retiring and .entering upon the married 
state. The by-laws, under penalty, require 
each member to carry a lady when he at- 
cends church or places of public entertain- 
ment. He is fined for negiecting this duty, 
uiess he can show that he has made rea- 
sonable efforts and failed to obtain the 
company of a lady. At the last meeting 
H. J. S—lin, a very timid member of 2 
winters, introduced a resolution to hold au 
extra session once a week, and each mem- 
ber give in his experience as helpful sug 
vestions in the delicate affairs of courc- 
ship; but the motion was laid on the table 
for the present. He gave notice, however, 
that he would reuew the motion at 
ihe next meeting. He is wonderfully 
timid, and the boys are loth to help him 
tlong too fast; think it best for him to work 
yut his own redemption with fear and 
tremblings! Mark T. Hodge of the Hawk- 
insville institute, is president of the club; 
and he contemplates applying for a charter 
to legalize the institution. I[tis already 
moralized. A more genteel set of fellows I 
never saw. The president, before the club 
was organized, was considereda sortof a 
recluse; but he is now fast becoming the 
leader of gallantry in Hawkinsville. He 
isa fine looking cultured gentleman. He 
is about 30 years of age, and evidently 
“expectinggsoon to fail ia tove for the first 
time.” Some think he is already 
caught in the flame. He is 
profuse in poetical quotations 
of the tender and beautiful, from 
which it is evident that his heart is not all 
bis own. Some predict that after ‘‘six 
months’ from the organization of the club, 
he will apply for his endowment at the 
hands of the contributing members I 
have watched him som | closely and I 
seriousiy doubt whether he will postpone 
in order to secure the assessment. Success 
to this gallant club, and three cheers for its 
gallant leader!——I must not close this 
communication without referring to the 
protracted meeting going on at the Baptist 
church, Rev. G. R. McCall pastor, of six 
teen years standing During the revival 
sixteen new converts have been added to 
the church. Mr. McCailis one of the most 
earnest, eloquent divines I ever heard 
speak. His elucidations are as clear as 
crystal, and his expressions most forcible 
and persuasive.

New York, June 8.—The Telegrams 
Albany special correspondent says he had 
a conversation with ex-Senator Conkling 
this morning, and was agreeably surprised 
to find him in a most genial and sanguine 
mood of mind.

"N AN INACCESSIBLE IRISH TOWN. 


The Attempted Arrest of a Priest L-ads to a Vic- 
lent Riot, in Which G vernm at Buildings 
are D.stroyed aad Telegraph Wires 
are Out—Arebbieh p Croke. 


Dust, Jane 8 —The report that Father 
Murphy hed been arrested proves unfound- 
ed. The report, however, threw the people 
into a violent fermeat. Thousands of mex 
and women crowded iuto the village of 
Schnu)',atracked the police station and post- 
office, tore duwn tbe telegraph wires and 
cut up portionsof the road. The statement 
was taken up by the people of Skibbereer, 
who at last acc sunts were engaged in a fear- 
ful riot. They wrecked the house of a car 
owner, who had supplied the police. There 
the indignation became unbounded when 
they discovered thata special train with 
three hundred military had been sent from 
Cork, and they tore down the telegraph 
wires to Ballydehob. Schull is reported in- 
accessible by the ordinary roads, which are 
broken up, and bridges pulled down, Five 
hundred foot soldiers, twenty dragoons and 
seventy service corps men, with one gun, 
have been senttothe scene from the west.

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Ihe Wheat Crop. 

The Chicago Tribune is inclined to 
join the bullsin wheat. Last week it 
published the results ‘‘of a rather careful 
“survey” of the prospects for the coming 
wheat crop. We give its conclusions: 

Our winter wheat yield will be only two thirds 
that of last year, acd the spring wheat acreage is 
reduced 20 percent. This would meana reduc 
tion of not far from a hundred and fifty million 
bushels in the aggregate wheat vield of the 
United States. Since then genial rains have 
fallen in many parts of the country, and the 
temperature has been favorab.e to the maturing 
of the wheat plant. Prices bave declined in this 
and other markets, and partiy because of these 
facis, and partly be Cause there was 
supposed to be reason for believing that certain 
parties had ciosed ont a deai in which they had 
mavipulated a mammuotb profit out of the wheat 
market. On the qucstion of prices the Tribune 
has nothing tw say, except that they are even 
pow several cents above the specie average 
of many years past. But with regard to the pro- 
duction there is uo radical chapvge in the pros- 
pects, The latest advices do not indicite that 
the recent weather has accomplished the impos- 
sible feat of increasing the number of wheat 
stalks, after the stooling period is over, though it 
may be the’means of iuc-easing the yield on the 
stalks a'ready in existence. With favorable conu-~ 
ditiuns from this date ull the wheat bas been 
gathered in the shortage — prove to be mate- 
rially less than that indicated a week agu; butit 
does not seem possible that auy increase in the 
late-p.anted section to the northwest of Chicago 
can anything like make amends for the notori- 
ously poor ouUloog in lodiana, southern Lilinois, 
Missouri, Ohio ang Michigan. 


The Tribune, however, admits that no 
estimate of the aggregate yield can now 
be made that would be approximately 
correct. It is content to state 
that the situation gives no promise 
whatever of an undisposable surplus a 
year hence. Stocks have been drawn down 
quite closely, because consumption in 
ihese prosperous times is rapidly increas- 
ing in this country. The exports of 
wheat and flour for the ten months 
ending with last April show a decrease 
of nearly $18,000,000. The total exporta- 
tion of breadstuffs for the ten months 
ended April 30, 1581, was $225,155,801, 
as compared with $233;844,387 for the 
same periodin 1880. This shows a re- 
duction in the value of exportations of 
breadstuffs of $8,688,586. The value of 
the wheat export was reduced during the 
nine months which ended March 31 from 
$149,012,749 in the nine months of 1880 
to $131,369,644 in the nine months of 
1881, a decrease of little less than $18,- 
0O0,00Q. An examination of the returns 
a month later, which includes the month 
of April, and covers the period for the 
ten months which ended April 30, shows 
that this loss in value of the wheat ex- 
port is maintained. The figures are:

But the Tribune’s estimate of the 
growing crop is not wholly to be de- 
pended upon. Including the Califernia 
crop the outturn may fully equal that of 
last year. No one knows how much last 
year's product was—the statisticians be- 
ing 20,000,000 bushels apart on a crop 
that is nearly consumed. Any attempt 
at this time, therefore, to make a paper 
deficit in the growing crop is not to be 
depended upon. The men of the north- 
west disagree over it. They are on the 
spot, and yet they do not know. The 
east feels no alarm. It takes no stock in 
the report that there will not be a bushel 
for export; it has heard such reports be- 
fore. The best impression is, there will 
be an average crop of wheat—one that 
will afford for export at fair prices all 
that Europe will be apt to want. Upon 
‘this fact depends to no small extent the 
general prosperity of the country, the 
maintenance ot a favorable balance of 
trade, and a good business for the great 
carrying companies. None of these in- 
terests accept the wheat scare, and we 
may therefore safely conclude that there 
will be no scarcity in this important arti- 
cle for a year to come.

Amalysis of tliephant’s Milk. 
New York Tribune. 

Dairymea and other people interested in milk 
products and on the looazout for novelties in their 
line might have learned something from a paper 
read by Dr. Charlies A. Doremus before the Ameri- 
can chemical society last night. The paper pre- 
sented the results of Dr. Dor mus’s analysis of 
elephant’s milk obtained by him last April while 
the female elephant Hebe aad ber caif America 
were ou exhibition at the circus and menagerie 
in the Madison Square garden. This milk, Dr. 
Doremus said, approached the composition of 
cream, but it did not have its consistency. Under 
the microscope the globules presented a perfect 
outlin’, were wonderful even in size, and were 
very transparent. The milk was pieasant in 
flayor and odor, and very superior in these re- 
spects to goat’s milk, and fully equal to cow's 
milk. The analysis showed that the milk belongs 
to the same class to which humans and mare's 
milk belongs, especially as regards the nonenitro- 
genized to nitroge: izad elements. Its fatis of a 
light-yellow colour resembling olive oil, pleasant 
in odor and taste, is liquid at common tempera- 
ture, but solidifies at 1s degrees centri eor 64 
decrees Fahrenheit. The elephant calf weighed 
213% pounds when born, March 10, 1880, and 
gained 700 pounds on this milk diet in a year,

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JOSEPH HENRY LUMPKIN, 


The Great Juriet as Kemembered by 
William H. Sparks. 
Written for The Constitution. 

In the legislature of Georgia in 1825 there 
were nine young men, al! for the first time 
Not one of these was more than twenty- 
five years of age. They were Joseph H., 
Lumpkin, H. G. Lamar, David Bratisford, 
Nathan Goetchius, Robert Augustus Beall, 
Charlies Dougherty, Robert W. Porter, 
James Rembert and Hopkins H. Holsey 
All of these except. perhepe, Braiisford 
were members of the bar just commenc 
ing the «trife with the world, which was to 
lead to success or failurein life. Every ove 
of these young men were possessed of more 
than ordinary minds, and most of them 
were classically educated, and bad already 
given promise of future eminence. 

At that time the bar of Georgia was 4 re 
markably strong one, The senior members 
in every part of the state were more or less 
distinguished for eminent abilities and ele 
vated cheracters—Berrien, T. W. Cobb 
Dancau G. Campbell, Stephen’ U pson, 
George R. Gilmer, John P King, Freeman 
Walker. Robert W. Flournoy, b5eaborn 
Jones, Eli 8 Shorter, A. B. Longstreet, L 
q ©. Lamar, James M. Wayne, R. H. Wilde, 
Edward Paine, Augustus 8. Clayton, C. B 
Strong, Charles P. Gordon, William C. 
Dawson, Charles J. McDonaldand Adam G. 
Saffold. This was a most formidabie com- 
petition to encounter by those just »egin- 
aing, however talented they might be 

Georgia then was without the populated 
territory she now has by nearly one half, 
and her population less by more the” one- 
half. These senior members of the ber had 
located in every part of the state, ari the 
future prospect for success of the juniors 
was rather gloomy. It was certainiy not 


palpable excellence in talents and acquire 
ments: nor were these available without 
the accompaniment of energy and applica 
tion.

look back through the vista of fifty-five 
years of time and reca!! them and their 
destiny. All of them, save that noble 
specimen of aman, John P. King, are in 
their graves; have completed their desti 
nies and made their history, and are at 
rest. All were to some extent successful! 
all were useful in their lives; all were 
honorable, and some were eminent, 

It is of one of these I propose to write— 
Joseph Henry Lumpkin—sans peur et, sans 
reproache, and tne one whose career and 
usefulness was quite equal with that of any 
man of his day. a 

The Lumpkin family was a distinguishes 
ove in the early history of Georgia, and 
especially the immediate family of John 
Lumpkin, the father of Judge Joseph i 
Lumpkin. His was a large family, consist- 
ing of a numberof sons and daughters, all 
of whom were remarkable for energy and 
intellect. Two of the brothers of Judge 
Lumpkin were distinguished min- 
istersof the gospel—one, Wilson Lumpkin, 
filled every important office almost in the 
state,at one time or another of his life, 
from the chief executive of the state, mem 
ber of congress and the legislature of the 
state, and in consideration of his emineut 
«rvices the state has given hisname to one 
of her counties 

Judge Joseph H. Lumpkin was next to the 
youngest son of his father’s family. He 
was born in the county of Oglethorpe, on 
the 23d day of December, 1799, and there 
reared. In very early boyhood he gave 
avidence of extraordinary abilities and 
vreat amiability of character, and was cer 
iainly an exception to the accepted opinion, 
that all great men come out of bad boys 
His father was aman of means, and appre 
ciating the mind and character of his son, 
determined to give him a finisted educa 
tion, and commenced it in his earliest boy- 
hood.. He received the rudiments of his 
education at the academy in Lexington, 
the county site of his native county, then 
he was transferred to Franklin college, 
Athens, at an early age. He remained at 
this institution until the death of President 
Findley, when he went to Princeton, New 
Jersey, where he entered the junior Class 
Here he met from bis own state Walter T 
Colquitt, Alfred Iverson, James Kemberi 
and George W. Crawford, and from other 
states the late Chief Justice Green, of Nes 
Jersey; the jate Senator Bayard, of Dela- 
ware, and the late Alexander Barrow, ef 
Louisiana, who died inthe United States 

nate in 1846, and that remarkable genius 
| Stewart, of Charleston, long thevery able 
editor of the Cbhareston Courier, In tais 
competition after only eighteen months 
residence, he won the second honor, the 
iirst being taken by Stewart. | 

Stewart was a man of rare genius, but 
ike toomany other menof genius, his 
vabits were vot what they shouid have 
en. He was too fond of tie juicesof the 
zrape, buteven in his most iutricate mo- 
vents his wits mever were clouded. 
Amongst the many anecdotes told of him 
isone peculiarly cnaracteri$iia He hada 
negro servant woman who was stout and 
clumsy. Returning home late one night, 
ashe was ascending the siairway to his 
chamber, Charity, the tat negress, chanced 
to be descending. She tripped and in her 
tumble carried Stewart to the floor beneath 
and fell upon him. Promptly he exclaimed, 
“Charity, thou coverest a multitude ol 
sins.’ He wasa most brilliant writer and 
made the Courier one of the best and ifiost 
readable papersinthe sonih. He tashed 
as a meteor, was as bright and dazzling, and 
sjmost as soon extinguished. He died 
early, but not before he had established an 
enviable reputation for great mental 
ability. 

When Lumpkin returned after gradua. 
tion be at once entered the office of Thomas 
W. Cobb, who was then residing in Lexing- 
tonand wasa meniber of congress, and 
iftera year’ssteady was admitted to the bar 
in 1820. Lexington was then the residence 
of Stephen Upson and George ‘R. Gilmer 
(hese three—Cobb, Upson and Gilmer— 
were deemed the ablest lawyers of that part 
if the state; and in the same'‘circuit were 
Dunean G. Campbell, John A, Heard, Gar- 
net Andrews, A. 8. Clayton and Edward 
Payne, equally able. It was to compete 
with these men, should he locate in his na- 
tive village and commence the practice. 
but he dared this, and determined to cast 
‘is lotand future life where he was born 
and reared. This conppetition was most 
formidable, and might have well deterred 
a more aggressive nature than that of 
Lumpkin; yet he had self-reliance, energy 
and perseverance, and did not shrink from 
this competition, but opened an office at 
once in Lexington. Very soon Cobb and 
Gilmer were comparatively out of his way, 
Vobb removed to Greenesboro, out of his 
circuit, and Gilmer went into politics, leay- 
ing the field to Upson and Lumpkin. 

Stephen Upson was a native of the town 
Waterbury, Connecticut. His father was a 
button maker, and established in that town 
the first button factory ever established in 
the United States; but Stephen had an an- 
bition above buttons, and with that stern 
yankee determination which defies adver 
sity and never fears failure, bundled up and 
went from his home and the granite hills 
of his native state. Georgia was then 
the ultima thule of the union, 
and hither he came. 
his capital was his brain, health and will. 
Heresched Lexington aod weit as a student 
into the office of William A. Crawford, thea 
practicing law in that village. Here he 
found Cobb, and with him completed his 
legal education under the supervision and 
teaching of Mr. Crawford it wasthe habit 
of Crawford to exact of bis students diii- 
vent attention to their studies, and closely 
io examine them weekly asto their pro- 
vress. He would keep noidilersabout him, 
as he said he felt the responsibility of a 
teacher in the future of his students, He 
himself had been educated by the cele- 
brated teacher Moses Waddell, had learned 
his methods, approved and emulated them 
in all their completeness. During the pro- 
pation of Cobb and Upson, there were 
others who commenced their studies with 
Mr. Crawford, but these two were the only 
ones who encountered successfully the se- 
verity of his discipline and the mysteries of 
the law. Ii is a remarkable fact that every 
young man who accomplished his course 
ofstudy and received the certificate of 
gaalification from Mr. Crawford became 
eminent in the profession and took rank 
with the first men of the state, and most of 
those who studied with with his students 
atiained to distinction. Stephen U pson was 
unambitious of political distinction, but 
such were his adilities that his own county 
people insisted attimestha’ heshould serve 
them in the legislature of thestate. This he 
would only consent to do when there was 
some important qaestion or measure of 
great interest to be fc rmulated into law. 
Whenever he was in the legisiaiure he 
was the great man of the session; and the 
author of the measures of the greatest im- 
portance of the session. His mind was 
analytical, comprehensive and. strong, and 
he was as honest as be was able. Strictly 
moral, he was a model for the young men 
of the profession, and his salutary in- 
|. fluence was recognized by ali who apprecia- 
ted worth and learning, and seemed to 
pervade the whole community of his resi- 
dence. With such a model it would have 
been remarkable bad not Lumpkin profited 
by it. It is within my knowledge that Mr. 
Upson felt the most sincere solicitude in 
the success of Lumpkin, and never lost an 
opportunity to aid him in his profession, 
or to recommend him to public favor. 

Almost immediately after he opened an 
office he went into a remunerative prac- 
tice. This increased to such an extent 
that he felt himself :ecure in ability to 
support a family, and consummated a mar- 
riage with Miss Calendar Grieves, and fu.- 
filled an en ment which had existed 
from their earliest yeuth Already he had 
an enviable reputation for integrity acd 
abilities.throughout the state. In three

uent advocate at the bar in the state. 
In the memorable legislature of 1823 Mr. 
U represented the county of ie 
and was the leading spirit of t 
session.

Lumpkin was tender and per- 
suasive; Beall, acgressive and command- 
ing. He was courteous, bat it was that dis- 
tant courtesy which seemed to emanate 
from an exalted and commanding dignity, 
but was devoid of that sweetness of manner 
and persuasive dignity of Lampkin. Beall 
was caustic and severe towards an adcver- 
sary, Lumpkin, tender and gentle; but not 
the jess merciless towards bis ergument, 
was fair, but indignant and respeciful— 
altogether his eloquence was particularly 
the elaquence of the heart, and weat to the 
heart [t was fervid but not ebrupt 
and flashing. Beall was emvtional and 
came, like the billows before the tempest, 
surging and wildly bounding, as the inter 
est of his theme grew upon his feeiings and 
excited bis imagination. In all things t hese 
two great minds were unlike. Tompkins’s 
temper sment was warm, his feeling deep 
and sympathetic, his mind lucid, and his 
heart tul! of love and tenderness, his tem- 
per was even and forbearing, with an 
abstract witof gentler flow, which hurt no 
friend and made no foe. There was nu better 
balanced mind, no purer soul, pO warmer 
heart. He was not fitted by nature for the 
turmoil of poli ics, nor the ascerbities of a 
mangling, disputatious assembly. His feel- 
ings were too refined for this mob and his 
nature too sincere for its contact. 

At the conclusion of the session ot the 
legisiature of 1825 he retired from politics 
and vave his time entirely to bis profession, 
With all bis softness of character, he was 
full of energy and capable of the closest ap-

He read 
with the same fervid emotion, when reading 
aloud, with which he declaimed, and with 
a correctness and pathos which was very 
captivating.

other. At the time of his appointment 
Judge Lumpkin was in Europe, aud this 
honor was conferred upon him without his 
knowledgeorconsent. It was by the uvan- 
imous vote of the legislature, In this office 
he continued until his death, In the first 
organiza ion of the court the judges were 
appointed one for six years, one for four and 
one fortwo. Lumpkin was given the long 
term. The ju'ges were elective, and 
through all the lcug period of Judge Lump- 
kin’s service at every election he was chosen 
without opposition, and in consideration of 
his worth and abilities the legislature 
changed the original law, which made 
al! the judges equal in title, 
and constituted him chief  jnstice. 
He had removed after bis appointmeut to 
the bench, from Lexington to Athevus, and 
was appointed professor of Jaw in the uni- 
versity. Subsequently he was appointed 
judge of the court of claims of the United 
States, which he declined. In 13849 he was 
tendered by the Boston committee the 
place as the American representative of the 
congress of nations, which assembled in 
Paris, France, and in 1860 was elected chan- 
cellor of the university, but declined. 

War was impendiug, the entire country 
was iu wild commotion, the courts very 
existence was in peril, and the necessity of 
a firm adherence to’ principle was to him

(2, fOTrs, Lunipkin was’ firm. Justice éiu 
equity his guiding star, he never quailed 
nur shruok from the demands of justice. 
fhe ordeal was a terrible one, and bravely 
he went through it, but it wore him, body 
and mind to theextremity of their bear- 
ing, and when all these hazards and hap- 
peningsseemed to pass away with the war, 
and coming peace ‘to promise a return to 
law andorder, he was met by a military 
government, administered with the rancor- 
ous vindictivenéss of a hating and triuamph- 
ant foe. Hewas equal to this new and 
most terribie state of public affairs and 
continued to discharge so conscientiously 
the great duties of his legal office, that even 
this newimperial government respected his 
decisions, andin many instances sought his 
counsel, 

How wonderful is the controlling power 
of truth and justice in the character and 
conduct of him who is high in office, 
These great attributes of human character 
commaod not only the respect, but obedi- 
ence often of the most reckless. So con- 
spicuous were these attributes in the char- 
acter of Judge Lumpkin that his influence 
with the people was supreme. None ever 
donbted either his abilities or his integrity. 
Nature seemed to have titted him preemi- 
nently for the responsible position to which 
he had been assigaed by the universal voice 
of the state, and so faithfally did he dis 
charge. these that for the twenty-two years 
of his service as the chief justice 
of the supreme court of the state 
there was never heard complaint of his 
conduct 

The oratorical abilities of Judge Lump 
kin wereofsuch an higa order that even 
many of hts best friends supposed be would 
have succeeded more emiuently in politics 
than upon the berch. This was the hope 
of his party and of his greatest admirers. A 
scrutiny into his character will at once 
demonstrate his wisdom in_ selecting the 
bench instead of the exciting u: certainties 
of a political career. His was of truth and 
justice; his entire freedom from deceit 
unfitied him for a political career, but was 
eminently essential in a judge. So balanced 
was his characterand so eminent his abili 
ties, that he would have succeeded in any 
position or yocation he might have chosen, 
but none could so fully confer the oppor- 
tunity for thedisplay of the great element 
of his mind, as that which was so flatter- 
ingly bestowed uponhim, Ia the discharge 
of the duties of his office as judge of the 
supreme court were eliminated the promi- 
nevt features of his character andsthe great 
attributes of his soul, and in his decisions 
he has built a monument to his fame, over 
which the great iconoclast time shall have 
no power to tear down dr obliterate whilst 
the state and ber records shall exist; no 
name shall, upoo the scroll of her fame, 
be more prominent than that of Joseph 
Henry Lumpkin. Worn out with the 
anxieties and fatigues of office, his consti- 
tution yielded, and on the 4th of June, 1867, 
he died, leaving the eutire people 
of his native state to moura bis 
loss. Few men have ever lived mor: 
beloved, or died more regrettedly, than 
Judge Lumpkin. It were useless here to 
enumerate his virtues. They are engrafted 
upon the minds of every one. I[t1s enough 
to say that he was born and ilived 
allhis life in the state, and is buried 
within a few miles of his birthplace; that 
he served his state in her chiefest office the 
latter part of his life, and from his birth to 
his death the taint of scandal never 
breathed upon his name. 
one to say in rebuke, why did you this? 

He was a manin every manly attribute 
of manhood; he wasa Christian ino all the 
purity of Christianity, and a patriot unde- 
filed by the suspicion of insincerity. He 
never made an enemy, and yet he was, both 
as a judgeand a citizen, always just, always 
sincere, and yet never offensive. 

I feel that this is buta slight tribute to 
the memory of Judge Lumpkin from me. 
There was but a few days difference in our 
aces We went into the legislature of the 
state together, belonged to the same party, 
served upon the same committees, and 
were friends through life, and this is one 
of the cherished memories of my life. How 
traly can it be said of him,
